THE GREAT END. 

We must ever bear in mind that the 
great end in view is righteousness, 
justice as between man and man, na- 
tion and nation, the chance to lead 
our lives on a somewhat higher level, 
with a broader spirit of brotherly 
good will one for another. Peace is 
generally good in itself, but it is never 
the highest good unless it comes as 
the handmaid of righteousness: and it 
becomes a very evil thing if it serves 
merely as a mask for cowardice and 
sloth, or as an instrument to further 
the ends of despotism or anarchy.

ments. We find the prelimffiary con- 
sideration of the work greatly em- 
barrassed by uncertainties as to what 
the city legally can and should do, 
and, on this account, the development 
and adoption of policies and plang for 
the work is being seriously hampered 
and delayed. The commencement and 
prosecution of actual construction 
work will, we believe, be attended by 
legal complications that will keep one 
4 attorney busy in attendance on 
*this Board to give advice, or in court 
ts manage litigation affecting the har- 
or. 

“Mr. Hewitt, the City Attorney, has, 
at the request of this Board, person- 
ally given attention to the great num- 
ber of legai questions that have al- 
ready arisen in relation to the pro- 
posed harbor improvement, so far as 
he could do so in justice to his other 
work; but, owing to the heavy duties 
and responsibilities resting upon him 
as the head of his department, it is 
impossible for him, and it would be 
* impossible for any other man in his 


-" place, to entirely lay aside his other 


work and give his exclusive atten- 
/ tion to the harbor business. 

“Under these circumstances, we feel 
that the best interests of the city re- 
quire, elther that Mr. Hewitt should 
he induced to relinquish his office and 
undertake this work as special coun- 
sel, employed on terms satisfactory to 
: Mr. Hewitt and approved by the Coun- 
: ell, or that some other competent and 

skillful attorney should be engaged by 
the city for this purpose. This Board 
would prefer that the services of Mr. 
Hewitt should be secured for this spe- 
cial work, because of his familiarity 
_ with the subject, and of the fact that 
his splendid record in the City Attor- 
ney’s office would insure popular ap- 
proval of his employment.  — 

“We, therefore, beg to lay this mat- 
ter before your honorable body and to 
request and recommend that it, re- 
ceive attention at your hands at the 
earliest practicable date.” \ 

Hewitt has been City Attorn 
since 1907. having been elected to suc- 
ceed W. B. Mathews, now counsel for 
the aqueduct bureau. He was Math- 
e'vae'’s assistant. In the last election he 
was opposed only by a Socialist who 
was not a lawyer but a ladies’ tailor. 

City Attorney Hewitt receives 
$3000 a year, which Is only slightly 
more than most of his assistants get.

It is under- 
stood that Mrs. Mahard and the child 
had returned only a few days ago 
from a trip to Los Angeles. 

RABIES FROM SKUNKS. 

Dr. C. E. Yount of Prescott, captain 
and assistant surgeon in the National 
Guard of Arizona, has issued a pam- 
phiet on the subjeet of rabies, with re- 
port of cases from skunk bites. This 
is a matter of large importance in Ari- 
zona, where greater danger exists from 


}the bite of hydrophobic skunks on the 


cattle ranges than from the more gen- 
otnlly appreciated menace of snake 
8, 


zona, except by transmisston through 
the bite of a skunk, it appearing that 
this animal has a pecullar capacity 
for the d disorder. The only 
case noted of a rabid dog was where 
the animal had teams been bitten 
by a rabid skunk. , 

Just as a matter of warning, is 
added: “When a skunk, an animal 
nocturnal in its habits, generally tim- 
id, attacks man or any other anima! 
and inflicts a bite, if the skunk is not 
killed and examined, bacteriologically, 
it were better to accept this sudden 
change of disposition on the part of 
the skunk as a priori eviderice of 
rabies, and seek Pasteur treatment at 
once.” 

A competitor has arisen against the 
Pasteur institutes that now pays spe- 
cial attention to the Southwest. Manuel 
Contreras, a local Mexican, was bitten, 
by a skunk on the wrist about a 
month ago. He left at once for Mex- 
ico, where he had heard of a great 
Yaqui Indian medicine man who had 
absolute power over rabies. Contre- 
ras reached the right village, that of 
Campos, in the Mexican State of Sina- 
loa, only to find that the medicine 
man had been dead for-a year. But 
he had a successor, a daughter, to 
whom had descended the secret. She 
gave Contreras an odorless and almost 
tasteless liquid to ._ drink. Im- 
mediately he experienced ae per- 
epiration, and the next y he was 
pronounced out,of danger. He shews 
a bad scar on his wrist, but now feels 


himself safe.

SANTA“ANA, May. 5.—Judge Willis 
of Los Angeles by sustaining a demur- 
rer in the action of J. C. Thomas 
against County Treasurer Joplin, up- 
held the validity of the Orange county 
salaries act. This act had already been 
determined as valid in so far as it con- 
cerned the deputies in the office of the 
Assessor. Thomas's suit was brought 
on the ground that the offices of the 
Clerk, T urer, Tax Collector, Sher- 
iff and Superintendent of Schools were 
on a different basis, that the principals 
were paid in a lump sum basis, and 
the providing of the first deputy would 
be construed as an increase in com- 
pensation for the principal and would 
be illegal. The Assessor already had % 
deputy, and providing him with a new 
deputy was held by the Appellate 
Court as not an increase. 

Judge Willis ruled that every county 
must be in one of two classes, either 
the class that pays its officers on a 
lump sum basis, each principal to stand 
the entire cost of all help, or the class 
that has a fixed salary for the princi- 
pal, the county to provide assistance. 
Orange county in years past had pro- 
vided deputies in some of the offices 
which were without them when the last 
law was passed. The Appellate Court, 
by allowing the deputy in the As- 
sessor’s office recognized this county a¢ 
in the class with fixe@l salaries. Hence. 
he found that the act was legal. 
County Treasurer Joplin today paid 
three months’ back salaries to the 
deputies. 

Thomas, who is represented by Diat.- 
Atty. Davis and Attorney E. E. Keech, 
will appeal to the Supreme Court.

The temperance people now being in 
power, it was generally expected that 
the liquor licenses held by local drug- 
gists would be revoked. 

The ordinance was introduced by 
Trustee Clock. It provides that no 
liquor shall be sold, kept for sale, de- 
livered, distributed or given away in 
the city. Provision tg made for drug- 
gists carrying liquors to be sold only 
on a phyaician’s prescription, a new 
one to be issued for each sale. Liquors 
may also be kept in private homes. 
Druggists will be obliged to secure a 
permit before they may sell liquors, 
even in prescription. They must keep 
a record of each sale. 

Officers will have the right to vis- 
it all parts of drug stores having per- 
mits at any time during business 
hours. Conviction of violation of this 
ordinance wil) be punishable by a fine 
of not less than $100 or more than 
$300 for the first offense and imprison- 
ment in the County Jail not less than 
ninety days, or both, and for the sec- 
ond offense not less than $300 and im- 
prisonment not less than ninety days. 
For buying liquor the fine is not more 
than $300 and imprisonment in the 
County Jail not longer than ninety 
days. No minjmum fine is provided for 
purchasing only.

MEXICO CITY, May 1.—Financial, 
commercial and mutually social rela- 
tions between Mexico and California 
are closer now than ever before in his- 
tory and are constantly growing more 
intimate. Those men of this repub- 
lic who should know are unanimous in 
the concession that of al] the common- 
wealth of the United States California 
has been most prominent in acsistance 
of Mexico's development, and Los An- 
geles, of all the Golden State’s metro- 
poles, is foremost. Headed and vouched 
for by Los Angeles, California capi- 
‘tal, more than that of any other Amer- 
ican State, has helped to subdue the 
wilds and the Indians, irrigate the des- 
erts, open the mines, build the rail- 
roads, install other public utilities, ex- 
ploit the forests, stock the. streams, 
buy the products and advert ertise the re- 
sources of Mexico. 

A. B. Clark, a Fresno bank , who 
was in Mexico not long ago, :3 ade the 
unequivocal statement that more Cali- 
fornia money is looking Mexico-ward 
for investment now than ever before. 
“This is a good omen for the imme- 
diate future,”” he added, the 
one thing Mexico needs to bring her 
into her own, as intended by a boun- 
teous nature, is capital for develop- 
ment and exploitation. California rn 
aware of the conditions, and. 
business proposition, will avail herself 
of the opportunities open alo many 
avenues. Business conditio in the 
United States are constantly improv- 
ing and there is bound to be a sym- 
pathetic effect in Mexico, huse of 
the neighborly relations and common 
interests of the two republics.” 

ANGELENOS LIGHT MEXICO.

There coal will 
be used as fuel until additional oil sup- 
plies have been developed. 

Mineral development. of the north 
and west of Mexico, particularly of the 
camps of Chihuahua, Sonora, Sinaloa, 
Durango, Tepic.and Jalisco, is in large 
measure indebted to the cash and faith 
of Californians, more espectally of Los 
Angeles. Realizing that, Mexico min- 
ing men are displaying a lively inter- 
est in the progress of plans that are 
maturing for a high-class excursion to 
Mexico from Los Angeles, projected by 
the Sierra Madre Club. Stops will be 
made at Tucson, Cananea, Guaymas, 
Culiacan, Mazatlan and oth- 
er points north and west. Possibly ar- 
rangements will be made with the!’ 
Kansas City, Mexico and Orient for 
a sidestep to the port of Topolobampo 
and some mining districts on that par- 
tially completed line, which crosses 
the rapidiy-building Sowthern Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico near San Blas. The 
journey will be made not only by mem-| 
bers of the club, but by other promi-!

FURNISHED FINE FISHING. 


Lake Chapala, southeast of Guada- 
lajara in the state of Jaliscc, will be 
among the finest fishing resorts on 
the continent within the next three or 
four years, thanks partly to Califor- 
nia. After a while that picturesque 
body of limpid water will vield a gen- 
erous tribute of black bass, among the 
finest of finny foods and gamiest of 
the Waltonian quarry. From their 
native retreats in the Kern river, Cal- 
ifornia, there have come to Mexico 
1500 black bass, ranging in size from 
eight to eighteen inches and in age 
from six months to three years. They 
journeyed by special car and of the 
entire number only two succumbed to 
the hardships of travel. Twelve hun- 
dred were planted in Lake Chapala 
and the balance in a lake at the coun- 
try place in Jalapa of Governor Landa 
y Escandon, of tne Federal District of 
Mexico.
